Hine Japanese fireships Sent 
fo Bottom by Russian Ships 
and Batteries, 


TWO TORPEDO BOATS 
ALSO REPORTED LOST 


When Fireships Were Sighted Ad- 
miral Alexieff Sent. Torpedo 
Squadron Out—Shore Bat- 

teries Also Hemmed 


Japs. 


ONDON, May 4.—The Che- 

foo correspondent of The 

daily Chronicle cables the fol- 
lowing under yesterday’s (Tuesday) 
date: 

“The Japanese landed troops and 
attacked and captured Niuchwang 
last evening, the Russians falling 
back to protect the railway.’’ 


The capture of Niuchwang by the Jap- 
anege and the landing of a heavy Jap- 
anese force at that point, together with 
the Japanese successes along the Yalu, 
puts Port Arthur e#: the greatest perir. 

From Niuchwang the Japanese only 
have to move 50 miles east to cut the 
railroad between Mukden and Port Ar- 
thur, completely isolating that point, as 
the Japanese blockade is complete. 

The Japanese forces at Antung and 
those at Niuchwang are less than 200 
miles apart, and by rapid marching will 
be able in a very short time ito throw a 
line clear across the Liao Tung peninsu- 


ylar, caging all the Russian forces south 


ef Antung and Niuchwang. 
The capture of Niuchwang probably ex- 
Plains the Japanese attack on Port Ar-

JAPANESE TRY IN VAIN 
TQ BLOCK PORT ARTHUR 

St. Petersburg, May 3.—High Admiral 
Grand Duke Alexfs has received the fol- 
lowing official telegram from Viceroy 
Alexieff, reporting the Japanese attempt 
to block Port Arthur early this morn- 
ing: 

“I respectfully report to your highness 
that a fresh attack was made by the 
enemy last night with the object of ob- 
structing the entrance to the port and 
that it was successfully repeiled. 

“At I o'clock this morning fifive torpedo 
boats were perceived near the coast from 
the eastern batteries. Under the fire of 
Our warships and batteries they retreat- 
ed southward. 

“At 1:45 o'clock the first fireship, es- 
corted by several torpedo boats, was 
sighted and we opened fire upon it from 
the batteries and the warships. Three- 
quarters of an hour afterwards, our 
searchlight, revealed a number of fire- 
ships making for the entrance of the 
harbor from the east and southwest. The 
coast defensive vessels Otvashni- and 
rremieschchi and the gunboat Giliak re- 
pulsed them by a well directed fire. 

“Altogether eight ships were sunk by 
our vigorous cannonade, by white head 
torpedoes launched from our torpedo 
boats and by the explosion of several 
submarine mines. Further, according to 
the reports of the officers commanding 
the batteries and the gunboat Giliak, two 
Japanese torpedo boats were destroyed. 

“After 4 o'clock a. m. the batteries and 
warships ceased fire, subsequently fir- 
ing only at intervals on the enemy’s tor- 
pedo boats which were visible on the 
horizon. 

“All the fireships carried quick-firing 
guns with which they maintained a con- 
stant fire. 

“Up to the present thirty men, includ- 
ing two mortally wounded officers who 
took refuge on a launch, or were rescued 
from the fireships by us, have been 
picked up. The inspection of the road- 


stead and the work of saving thé ene- 
my'’s men were hindered by the heavy 


sea running. We suffered no casualties 
with the exception of a seaman belong- 
ing to the torpedo boat destroyer Boevol. 

“On the appearance of the first fireship 
accompanied by the enemy's torpedo 
boats, I boarded a launch and proceeded 
to the Otvashni to take immediate 
measures for repulsing the fireships, 
With me were Lieutenant General Zalin- 
sky and Captain Eberhardt, of the naval 
general staff. 

Lieutenant Genera] Stoessel was on the 
fortifications at the same time and Gen- 
eral Loschinsky, chief of the defense 
force, of the forts, was on board the Gi- 
liak.”’

General Kurapatkin Sends Clear 
Report on Losses, 


Fighting Was of the Most Desperate 
Character and in Places Corpses 
Lay in Heaps—Savage Resis- 
tance. at the Yalu 
River. 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—In a ‘report 


Kuropatkin under today’s date, it is 
Stated that at least from three to four 
thousand men were killed in the Yalu 
river fight. 

Gergfral Zassalitch’s report, dated today, 
On the fight of May !, says that the bat- 
tle was fought under the following cir- 
cumstances: 

“The Twelfth and Twenty-second regi- 
ments and the Second and Third batteries 
of the Sixth brigade of artillery were en- 
gaged in battle, which begun with heavy 
cannonading of our right flank by siege 
guns at Wiju and field batteries in the 
distance. 

“After a lull the firing was resumed 
with extraordinary violence against the 
left flank of our position at ‘ruren Chen 
and on our position at Potietinsky. A 
fusillade was also begun by small par- 
ties of Japanese across the Ai river. 

“The situation of the defenders’ posi- 
tion became increasingly difficult, espe- 
clally at Potietinsky, which was bom- 
barded on the front and on both flanks, 

‘Thirty Japanese guns were pitted 
against our battery at Potietinsky, which, 
after having silenced the enemy’s moun- 
tain battery, directed its fire on the Jap- 
anese infantry and sustained few losses 
so long as it was not obliged to take up 
another position owing to the withdrawa, 
of our infantry from the bank. 

‘‘The Japanese under our fire made con- 
tinual bayonet attacks on our troops. 


CORPSES OF JAPANESE : 
LAY IN GREAT HEAPS 

“Japanese bodies lay in heaps at the 
river fords. 

“Simultaneously with the attack at Po- 
tietinsky an attack was being made on 
our left flank at Turen Chen and the 
Russian trenches had to be abandoned 
under the Japanese fire. Our reserves 
several times mingled with the first line, 
thug enabling it for a long time to main- 
tain its position, 

“Finally all of the supports were 
brought up into the firing line, but owing 
to the great diatance from our main re- 
serves, it was impossible for them to 
reach the advanced force in time, Our 
men retired from the principal] position to 
another position in the rear of Turen

BOTH RUSSIAN FLANKS 
TURNED BY JAPANESE 

“A battalion of the Eleventh regiment, 
both flanks of which were repeatedly 
turned by the enemy, advanced with fixed 
bayonets, preceded by buglers to ciear a 
passage. The Japanese, however, declin- 
ed a hand-to-hand conflict and recoiled. 

“In front of the regiment a chaplain 
bearing a cross was struck by two bul- 
lets, 

‘At-was only by advancing on the Jap- 
anese with the bayonet that the regiment 
was able to secure time to retire. 

“On the arrivaj of a battalion of the 
Tenth regiment all the troops were able 
to beat a retreat. 

' “The losses of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
regiments were very great, but they are 
not yet exactly known. In the Eleventh 
the killed included Colonel Laming and 
Lieutenant Colonels Dometti and Raiev- 


ski. The Twelfth lost nine company com- 
manders killed or wounded. 

“The Second and Third batteries of the 
Sixth brigade, having lost fhe greatest 
number of their men and horses, were 
compelled to abandon their guns after 
rendering them useless. For the same 
reason six guns of the Third brigade of 
artillery and eight poulemetts, which 
could not be brought away, were also dis- 
abled. 

“Up to the present 800 wounded, in- 
cluding fourteen officers, have been 
brought to the hospitals at Feng Wang 
Cheng. Their eventual transportation 
elsewhere is assured. 

‘The Japanese losses were weal’ heavy 
at the passage of the Ai river, at their 
position at ‘Luren Chen and on the hii 
occupied by the two battalions of the 
Eleventh regiment.”’

REPORT OF ALEXIEFF 
ON PORT ARTHUR ACTION 


St. Petersburg, May 3.—It is reported 
that Vice Admiral Togo made another 
desperate attempt to block the entrance 
to Port Arthur last night, but failed. 

Viceroy Alexieff sent out a section of 
the fleet to meet the attack, and sank 
eight fire ships and two Japanese tor- 
pedo boats. 

The channel is reported to be clear. 

Later the report that Vice Admiral 
Togo had made another attempt to block 
Port Arthur was confirmed, 

Viceroy Admiral Alexieff reported offi- 
cially that the Japanese sent eight fire 
ships last night to block the entrance 
of the harbor, but they were all sunk 
by the Russian torpedo boats, and the 
fire from the land batteries, leaving 
the’ channel clear. The vice admiral 
also reports that the Russians sank two 
Japanese torpedo boats. 


RUSSIAN GUNS SILENCED 
BEFORE JAPS CROSSED 

Seoul, May 3.—In the fighting betweon 
the Japanese and Russians on the Yalu, 
all the Russian guns posted to oppose 
the crossing of the river were put out 
of action before the actual crossing 
took place. 

For two hours; from 7 until] 9 o’clock, 
cOntinuous fighting went on, the Japa- 
nese steadily gOing forward and t 
Russians falling back before the weight 
of men and guns Opposed to them. The 
Japanese infantry with brilliant dash 
captured the fortified heights northwest 
of Kulien-Cheng, and the pressure was 
kept up until) afternoon, a portion of the 
Russian forces being driven toward An- 
tung. There was furious fighting the 
entire distance. 

At Antung the Russians found that In 
addition to. the force confronting them 
they werexthreatened by strong detach- 
ments on either flank. Their retreat 
then became so hurried that there was 
no time to replace the artillery horses 
shot down by the Japanese sharpshoot- 
ers and twenty guns, together with a 
large quantity of ammunition and rifles 
and a number of officers and men were 
captured, 

The RusSians were able to carry off 
all their wounded.

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NIUCHWANG TAKEN BY JAPANESE; ° 
_ FRESH ATTACK ON PORT ARTHUR 
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HOW RUSSIA GREETED THE HEROES OF CHEMULPO BATTLE 
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RUSSIANS AUUTED 
BY JAP TROOPS 


Major General Kashlalinsky 
Among Those Slain’ 


Lieutenant Gencral Zassalitch in 
Command of Second Corps of East 
Siberian Army Wounded—Rus- 
sians Ruined Guns Before 
Surrenderipg Them.

Tokio, May 3—6 p. m.—A supplemental] 
report was received here today from Ku- 
roki. It was dated today, and is as 
follows: 

“Yesterday the enemy offered a stub- 
born resistance against our pursuit, add- 
Ing adout 300 to our casualties. The 
enemy stood with resolution until their 
artillery, consisting of two batteries, lost 
the majority of its men and horses. They 
then broke the breeches and, closing ap- 
paratus of their guns, hoisted the 
white flag. 

“According to a captured Russian of- 
ficer, General Kashtalinsky, commander 
of the Third East Siberian riffle brigade; 
the colonel of the Eleventh and Twelfth 
rifie regiments, and the c@mmander of 
the rifle artillery battalion were killed 
in the fighting at Hamatan. 

“It seems that the «enemy was entire- 
ly routed by our attack, because since 
yesterday, many have come in and sur- 
rendered. 

‘Our prisoners included 30 officers, 20 
of whom are wounded, and 300 men, 100 
of whom are wounded. 

“A preliminary report from the chief 
surgeon of the firgt JapaneSe army shows 
that we had 798 men killed and wound- 
ed. These casualties are divided as fol- 
lows: ‘The Imperial Guards, 132; Sec- 
ond division, 350; Third division, 3/6.” 


JAPANESE CHASE RUSSIANS 

THROUGH MOUNTAIN PASSES 

Seoul, Korea, May 3.—It hag been 
learned here that after the fighting of 
Sunday on the Yalu the Japanese Mon- 
day morning started to pursue the enemy 
through ‘tem mountains. 

The Russians’ forces are said to num- 
ber 10,000 men. They sustained heavy 


losses. 


JAPS CAPTURED ANTUNG 
IN TWENTY-FIVE MINUTES 
Seoul, May 2.—The Russian troops fled 
panic stricken when routed from Chiu 
Feng Cheng, pursued by Japanese Cav- 
alry and infantry over the hilly coun- 
try toward Fang Wang Cheng from 1:50 
p. m until 8 at night. The wounded, 
including General-in-Chief Zassalita® and 
General Kashtalinsky, reached Antung, 
whence the Russians were eventually 
forced to retire after twenty-five min- 
utes’ fierce fighting. 


RUSSIANS STILL ACTIVE 
IN NORTHW<cST KOREA 
Seoul, May 3.—(Special.)—The activity 
of the Russians in the province’ of north- 
am-Kyong, Korea, continues. Five hun- 
dred Cossacks are reported to have ad- 
vanced to Kil Ju, 170 miles north of 
Gensang, and a secorid party is 20 miles 
pehind the first.

ZASSALITCH OUTGENERALED 

LY CLEVER JAP SOLDIERS 
Petersburg, May 3.—The e™peror 
has received an. official dispatch from 
General Kuropatkin, forwarding a dis- 
patch from Ge eral Zassalitch, command 
ing the Russidn forces which have beer 
engaged with the Japanese advance from 
the Yalu. 

It is dated noon Sunday and describes 
how he ordered the Russian forces at 
Antung and Kiulifen-Cheng to fall back 
along the main road toward the Fong: 
Wang-Cheng. ‘ 

This movement Was protected from tiv 
threatened flank attack by men and gun 
stationed at Petietinsky. | mile north 0: 
Kulien-Cheng and Chin-Gow, villages on 
the Litzavena river. Here the fighting 
was protracted and severe. Russians lost 
artillery and horses, being obliged te 
abandon, according to the text, “a few" 
guns. General Zassalitch says: 

“Although we were unable to hold our 
positions here we inflicted heavy losses on 
the enemy.” 

General Kuropatkin’s official report. 
dated May 2, says General] Zassalitch’s 
force retreated {n good order, eventually 
arriving at Feng-Wang-Cheng. He at- 
tributes the losses on the Yalu to the 
superiority of the Japanese artillery. The 
number of casualties or of the guns lost 
is not specified. 

According to information just obtained 
from the general staff, Zassalitch’s en- 
tire force at the Yalu consisted of fif- 
teen rifle battalions and 800 men each and 
five batteries, or forty guns. One regi- 
ment of three battalions and two bat- 
teriee stationed at Antung did not par- 
ticipate in Sunday's fighting and retired 
without a loss. 

The heights of Kiulien-Cheng and Husan 
were held by four regiments and four 
batteries, about 10,000 men and 32 guns, 
against 80,000 Japanese and 160 guns, In 
addition to sixteen !2-pounder siege guns 
landed from the gunboats. These guns 
are considered by the Russians to have 
been responsible for Genera] Zassalitch’s 
defeat, as the Russian guns were of a 
light fleld pattern with some mountain 
pieces. 

The general staff reports that General 
Zassalitch has no reserves nearer than 
Feng-Wang Cheng. Reserves, it is add- 
ed, are unnecessary, as Gen. Zassalitch’s 
mission was only to observe and harass, 
but not to impede the Japanese. 

‘It is iike General Kurok!i’s luck that 
G@gneral Zassalitch should be such a head- 
strong commandey,’’ said an officer. 

It is admitted by the general staff that 
the Japanese fianking move affected the 
whole of the twef%ve battaliong and three 
batteries at Kiulien-Cheng and Litzavena, 
which accounts for the desperate char- 
acter of the fighting. The Twelfth and 
Tweaty-second regiments suffered the 
most. A great number of officers were 
killed or wounded and the officers of the 
captured pieces were either kKilles, wound- 
ed or made prisoners. . 

One ‘battery had every man killed. 


JAPANESE STEAMSHIP LINE 
SUSPENDS DURING WAR 


San Francisco, May 3.—With the sail- 
ing of the America Maru on the {/2th 
instant, the Toyo Kisen Kaisha will aban- 
don its steamship service between this 
port and the Orient until the close of 
the war between Japan and Russiz. 

It is almost certain the Nippon Maru, 
sister ship of the America Maru, pas been 
sunk by the Russians. The company 
has therefore no vessels for its San 
Francisco ser. ice.

This afternoon Chairman Jackson, of 
the state central committee, who has 
been counted with the opposition came 
out for Hearst, voted with other mem- 
bers of the Hearst committee and de- 
feated a plan of the ‘‘antis’’ to deter- 
mine the regular delegation in the state 
central committee instead of in the 
credentials committee of the convention. 
The fight over the contested delegations 
will be fought in the convention and 
even many of Hearst’s opponents admit 
that he is strong enough in numbers to 
win. 

Although it is predicted by many that 
there will be a bolting of the anti-Hearst 
men tomorrow if they find themselves 
unable to stop the Hearst boom, the 
party leaders say that this is improbable.

KENTUCKY FOR ROOSEVELT. 


"Threatened Split Did Not Come at 
Yesterday’s Convention. 

Louisville, Ky., May 3.—The threatened 
contest between former Governor W. O. 
Bradley and Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue John W. Yerkes, for the control 
of the republican state convention and 
state central committee failed to mate- 
rialize at the convention today. 

In two speeches which won him ova- 
tions, Mr. Bradley declared for harmony. 
He moved that the rules and order of 
business be suspended before thewreport 
of the committee on credentials should 
be announced and that Mr. Yerkes, the 
temporary chairman, be' unanimously de- 
clared permanent chairman. The same 
motion applied to the retention of Sam- 
uel J, Roberts and Young E. Allison ag 
permanent secretaries. The motion was 
carried unanimously, after it had been 
held up for some time by former Con- 
gressman John D. White, who was final- 
ly howled down. 

The platform indorses the administra- 
tion of President Roosevelt and recom- 
mends him for the presidential candi- 
dacy. 

Mr. Yerkes had moved that the rules 
be suspended and Mr. Bradley unani- 
mously chosen as One of the four dele- 
gates at large to the national conven- 
tion. The motion carried the report of 
the committee on credentials, angi sealed 
the “regular’ or Yerkes delegations in 
eight counties, including Campbell and 
Kenton.

At 9:80 o’clock it was signaled that 
there was a Japanese fleet in the vicinity, 
and that two of the enemy’s launches 
had been run ashore. 

The town is quiet. Grand Duke Boris 
has arrived. 

At ! o’clock this morning five Japan- 
ese torpedo boats were sighted and the 
Russian land batteries and the gunboat 
Gillak and the coast defense vessels 
Gremish Chi gnd Otvashni opened fire 
and compelleq them to retire. Imme- 
diately afterwards other.Japanese ships 
were sighted on the horizon. They were 
headed by a fireship, which was sunk 
near the entrance of the harbor at 1:20 
a. mM. 

After an interval of twenty-five minutes 
two more fireships came on and were 
sent to the bottom. 

At 2:25 four more fireships approached. 
Three of these blew up on our mines. 
Two of these sank immediately and the 
other two were sunk by the batteries and 
warships. The protected cruiser Askold 
participated in the firing. 

Fifteen minutes later three more fire- 
Ships arrived. One of them blew up on 
a mine, the second vessel was wrecked 
on the shore, and the third was sunk by 
the Russian shells. 

The Japanese attack still continues. 


NEWS OF RUSSIAN LOSSES 
KEPT BACK FROM PUBLIC 

‘St. Petersburg, May 3.—The silence of 
the authorities here regarding the later 
details of the fighting on the Yalu river 
is ‘nterpreted ominously, and there is a 
consequent prevalence of all sorts of ir- 
responsible rumors Fegarding the magni- 
tude of the Russian losses, some figures 
g°0ing as high us 3,000. Those mani- 
festly are gross exaggerations. 

The absence of official information is 
explained by the general staff by the 
fact that a few Japanese have succeeded 
in getting in the rear of the Russian 
position and cutting the wires between 
Tai-Haen-Cheng and Feng-Wang-Cheng. 

Heavy losses are admitted, but they are 
not believed to. exceed a few hundred 
men and some guns. The latter, while 
protecting the retreat of the Rusasian 
forces from A®tung to Kiulien-Cheng, 
had to be abandoned owing to the loss of* 
the horses. The breach-locks, however, 
were carried awuwy, so the guns will be of 
no serious use to the enemy. 

According to the latest information, 
General Zassalitch is retiring in good or- 
der along the main road, and the Japa- 
nese are not following him. Details are 
expected as soon as Genera] Zassalitch 
is again in communication. 

There is no confirmation of the report 
that General Zassalitch or Genera] Kash- 
alinsky were woended. | 

In the meantime the publig remains 
in the dark and is the prey uf idle ru- 
mors. The war bulletin boards are bare 
and not a single press dispatch has come 
through from the ‘front. The figures of 
the Russian losses given from Japanése 
Sources in the dispatches from abroad 
are carefully eliminated by the censors. 
Until General Zassalitch’s officia! advices 
arrive the genera] staff is inclined to be- 
lieve that Zassalitch, who was under or- 
ders to withdraw after im ing the 
progress of thevenemy as much as pos- 
sible, allowed thé fight to mature be- 
yond his intentions, being compelled to 
sustain heavy losses along the Litzavena 
river in order to extricate the retreat- 
ing columns from Antung and Kiwlien- 
Cheng. The fighting at Chin-Gow was ex. 
ceedingly severe and stubborn. The Jap- 
anese took up a position on both flanks 
after Chin-Gow had been shelled and 
came to close quarters, some desperate 
hand-to-hand work being reported, many 
of the Russian soldiers, in the fever of 
combat, refusing to retire at the com- 
mand of their officers. 

According to the general staff only about 
9,000 Russians were actually engaged at 
Kiulien-Cheng, and along the Litzavena 
were two regiments of Siberian riflemen 
of 3,000 men each. 

General Mistchenko, commander of the 
eastern Cossack brigade, had 3,500 os- 
sacks protecting the Russian right flank 
lower down the Yalu, and also a brigade 
of artijlery, four batteries of eight guns 
each. General Karlisoff, with 1,500 Cos- 
sacks, was higher wp the Yalu, guarding 
the road at Pusikhe, which leads direct 
to Mukden, in order to prevent a column 
of the enemy using this for the purpose 
of outflanking the position at Feng- 
Wang-Cheng. 


GERMANS CELEBRATED 
VICTORY OF RUSSIANS 

Leipsic, Saxony, May 3.—The Tageblatt 
teday prints a letter frem Riga, Wuro- 
pean Russia, in which the Ietter says 
that when the news of the Russian suc- 
cesses at Gen San, Korea, was published 
Friday last the harber master, who is a 
government official, called on the vesselg 
in port to display their flags in honor of 
the event. 

The British and Norwegian captains 
refused to do so, but the German vesgseis 
which were numerous, were decorated 
with flags. The townsmen of Riga, it 
is added, saw in the German demonstra- 
tion confirmation of the emperor’, 
words “Russian sorrow is German sor- 
row.”’ 

The afternoon newspapers here and 
elsewhere in Germany mildly protest 
against the action of the captains of 
the German ships, classing it ag a breach 
of neutrality.

There was a time, 
Claude Kitchin, of North’ Carolifia, 
pointed out in the-closing days of con- 
gress, when Mr. Grosvetior, one-of the 
republican leaders on the fldor o 


of the republican national convention 
in 1960, and the contributions of Mr. 
Grosvenor, himself a republican, were 
widely read and well paid for. 
that time also, by a strange and curi- 
ous coincidence, Mr, Roosevelt was 
governor of New York, having been 
elected on the important issues: of a 
slouched hat, with a feather in it, and 


| @ charge.on the hill of San Juan. The 


hill was there, and the hat in the 
neighborhood, but the charge was one 


of those interesting myths that are im- 
portant mainly because they are popu: 


lar. At least such is the impression 
left on the mind by a strong dose of 
newspaper history concocted 
time and on the spot. 

Well, Mr. Grosvenor was a welcome 


contributor to the columns of the-New 


York Journal when it seemed that 
Governor Roosevelt, of New York, had 
not a political friend in the world, and 
the picturesque Ohiean dealt with him 
accordingly. Mr. Grosvenor somehow 
discovered that there were influential 
interests in New Yerk, and influential 


men on the New Yerk delegation, who |} 


were “opposed to Roosevelt for gover- 
nor because they do not think hé is 
the proper man for the place, and be- 
cause he does not suit them. There- 
fore they are willing to push him off 
and dump him upon the presidential 
ticket upen the sole and sordid inter- 
est of themselves and their schemes of 
politics.” 

This and other extracts Mr. Kitchin 
fished out of the past, and read or 
caused to be read on the floor of the 
house, for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the contempt that Grosvenor had 
for Mr. Roosevelt before he became 
president. At that time, we must sup- 
pose, he was a contributor to The New 
York Journal on his own invitation, 
and im behalf of his own’ desires, 


though he was doubfless well “paid for {| 


what he wrote; and it must have been 
a new experience, for the extracts 
which form part of Mr. Kitchin’s 


speech are as naive and as refreshing | 


as if they had been written by a young 
person who had not escaped from the 
candor that belongs to the kid age. 

Feeling that he was representing 
the interests of the republican leadefs, 
who were all in sympathy with his con- 
tempt and distaste for Mr. Roosevelt, 
Grosvenor felt that he could safely ex- 
press himself.

These contributions that Mr. Grosve- 
nor made to a popular newspaper are 
as curious as they are interesting, for 
they show that opinions and views so 
freely expressed represent the sincere 
convictions not only of Mr. Grosvenor, 
but of the republican leaders whom he 
was representing.. They are still afraid 
of Mr. Roosevelt, but now that he is 
president, they conceal that fear un- 


‘der all the various forms of flattery ; 


and fawning. 


The Japs and the Russians. 

A curious study in national or racial 
temperament as influencing soldierly 
qualities is presented by the warring 
Russians and Japanese. Indeed, the 
study is deep enough for an erudite 
volume. 

The Constitution heretofore 
called attention to ‘th® anomaly the 
Japanese present in the shape of civ- 
ilization based on agnosticism. The 
influence of Christendom sufficed to 
civilize the Japs without Christianiz- 
ing them, instead making of them, re- 
ligiously, something akin to what the 
atheists of the French revolution 
meant te make of the French people 
by deifying “reason.” France, essen- 
tially emotional and superstitious, was 
not long in returning to the religion 
of her fathers. The French tempera- 
ment was not adapted to atheism. 

The Japanse, however, are temper- 
amentally well adapted to agnosticism. 
By nature and ancestral teaching they 
are stoics and fatalists, and it wanted 
only western education to disillusion 
them as to their ancient gods and 
make of them an amazing nation of 
materialists. The Jap, living only for 
this world, has bécome practical to a 
degree unknown to practical Ameri- 
cans. 
is very much like thaf of Omar Khay- 
yam, save that the slant-eyed sons of 
Dai Nippon do not live for the gratifi- 
cation of the senses. They take life 
too seriously to allow themselves to 
be enmeshed by the tendrils of thy 
“jJjocund grape,” devoting themselves 
assiduously to increasing the sum of 
human knowledge with both feet 
firmiy planted on earth. They “take 
the cash and let the credit go,” as the 
iramortal bard of the Rubaiyat has it. 

The result, among other remarkable 
things, has made the Jap the most 
formidable human fighting machine 
in the world today. He has gone about 
tie study of war exactly as he would 
riaster geometry, with human sensi- 
tilities minimized and the element of 
spirituality practically eliminated. In 
lieu of religious fervor, he has plenty 
of quiet patriotism and an abiding, 
dogged sense of duty. 

The cardinal tenet of his self-school- 
ing is e—to be the master of his 
mind long as he is master of his 
body, and, without the fear of death, 
he knows how to sell his life dearly. 
These qualities, inherent and acquire4, 
have made of the modern Jap a won- 


derful soldier, rarely endowed with | 


initiative, cool and discerning to a 
degree, and the bravest of 
brave. In action he is not 
avalanche, blindly overwhelming,

His view of life and infinitude.

‘but a bolt of lightning, brilliant, 
unerring and doubly deadly. He 
may have neglected his soul, but 
he has not neglected his body. He is 
a stranger to holy water, but not to 
the bath tub, and his personal clean- 
liness has much to do with his great 
physical energy and athletic accom- 
plishmé¢nts. One cannot study Japa- 
mese character, as influenced by the 
lack of conventional religion, without 
believing that the strange fatalism 
and materialism in his make-up has 
had much’ to do with his proyess at 
ed the other hand, take the Rus: 
sians, religious to the point of fanati- 
cism, They are capable of as grext 
bravery as the Japanese, but their ex- 
cessive spirituality has the tendency 
to. blind them to actualities. With 
them a war for “Holy Russia” be- 
comes a crusade. They will hurl them- 
selves against the enemy en masse, 


j: With the blind trust in their ikons that 


the illfated followers of Peter the 
Hermit felt, and, so far as the lack of 
individual intelligence and personal 
initiative is concerned, quite as dis- 
astrously. It has been made evident 
enough, even by the casual ‘ress 
| dispatches that religious supersti- 
tion is unduly influencing even the 
officers of the Russian army and navy 
in‘ the Far East. They put too much 
trust in the miraculous, to the neglect 
of the manual of arms and military 
tactics. They expect help from deity 
without helping themselves by cool 
heads well stored with the science of 
war. Some of the things we hav 
been reading about them in connection 
with ikons, miraculous water and 
prophecy do not seem credible in this 
age of a country made so practical by 
} commercialism as Russia is suppose 
to be. We are in no wise deprecatfig 
| the religious spirit. It is a great in- 
centive to bravery and should not be 
allowed to-dull the keen consciousness 
and ftelligence necessary to win bat- 
tles in this age of scientific warfare. 
The Russians have simply allowed 
their superstitions to run away with 
them. 

This may be an outer view to take 
of the matter, but developments in the 
present war thus far have served to 
lend color to our hypothesis, which 
we think is based on sound principles. 
The effect of religion on temperament: 
and of temperament on soldiership af- 
fords a fascinating unexploited field 
of study, and in Russia and Japan we 


herein hidden may go far toward in- 
fluencing the result of the conflict.

The analysis of the foregoing sta- 
tistics is interesting and instructive 
The figures largely pertain to coal 
and iron, although, in the instances 
of Missouri and Tennessee, lead, zinc 
and copper figure quite extensively. 
The showing is certainly a splendid 
one for the south, where, according 
to this official authority, the value of 
the mineral products of the sixteen 
states classed as southern increased 
from $35,416,787 to $253,225,323 in the 
short space of but little more thaa 
two decades, an increase ofnearly 700 
per cent.

Must the Battle Ship Go? 

Developments thus far in the Russo- 
Japanese war have done much to dis- 
count the utility of the modern battle 
ship as a fighting machine, which, fn- 
deed, was already pretty well dis- 
counted. The battle ship, at best, is 
little more than a floating fort, de- 
signed to lie off an enemy’s coast and 
bombard its seaports. Its powerful 
projectiles, at very long range, can 
kick up a good deal of dust on shore, 
even by lucky chance doing the san- 
guinary execution of killing a mule or 
breaking a rooster’s leg. But, some- 
how, we notice that the fortified town 
generally emerges smiling from the 
smoke and dust, with its metaphor- 
ical fingers to its olfactory organ. We 
have not forgotten how hard Admiral 
Sampson tried to reduce the ancient 
and farmidable defenses of Santiago 
de Cufa with his big guns, every shot

The same was true of the German 
bombardment that little Venezue- 
lan fort, and ndw, after weeks of bom- 
bardment, the defenders. of Port Ar- 
thur are crying derisively to the Jap- 
anese, “Were you shooting at us?” 

It would seem, therefore, that, as a 
general proposition, land defenses, 
even though far from strong and 
scientifically constructed, can not be 
made untenable by a naval attack. 
The chances of a battle ship being put 
out of commission by the batteries are 
infinitely greater than the chances of 
the land batteries being silenced by 
a battle ship. As a matter of fact, 
the modern battle ship is a fragile 
thing, for all its massive mechanism 
and frowning turrets. A chance shot 
may find its vitals, and a shell may 
make it struggle to keep afloat. But 
by far the greatest danger to these 
war leviathans comes from torpedoes 
and floating or submarine mines. A 
little torpedo craft, representing a bag- 
atelle in comparison with the amount 
represented in the building of a float- 
ing fort, may slip toward the steel 
monster in the night, notwithstanding 
its vigilance of searchlight and other 
wise and blow it into “kingdom come.” 
Or one of the pigmy craft of the enc- 
my’s fleet may lay mines in its path 
to and from shore shelter, a second’s 
chance impact causing it to “turn tur- 
tle” and founder with all on board 
within two or three minutes. These 
fatal possibilities have been demon- 
strated sufficiently at Port Arthur to 
shake the world’s faith in battle 
ships, and the day may be at hand 
when their further construction will 
be regarded impracticable and, per- 
haps, criminal, for they are veritable 
death-traps, more dangerous to them- 
selves than to the enemy. 

The press is now quite unanimous 
in deprecating further battle ship con- 
struction until the utility of that type 
of sea fighter shall have been more 
satisfactorily demonstrated. Life, of 
New York, which sees humor in every- 
thing, hits the battle Ship this rap: 

No doubt there will come a day when 


the world shal] have outgrown the war- 
ship habit. It is a ridiculous habit, waste- 
fully perijous, enormously expensive, and, 
to the world as a whole, absolutely un- 
profitable and preposterous. At present 
it laughs at civilization, but civilization, 
which has already got the laugh on 
slavery, and largely on polygamy and a 
good many other old addictions, is bound 
to have the laugh on warships some day. 
They have got to go. But, of course, until 
they do go, we shall have to keep our 
proportionate stock of them, and keep on 
improving and perfecting them, and 
building new ones: The perfected battle 
ship will have a tonnage of 20,000 tons, 
and a crew of six men, condemned to that 
service for crime, who will slegp ashore in 
time of peace for greater security. The 
work aboard her will all be done by ma- 
ohinery, and her extreme limit of useful- 
ness will be two years, by which time, if 
she is not sunk, @he will be out of date. 
She will cost $30,000,000, but when ,she 
blows up there will only be six lives 
lost. : 
The swift cruiser, armed with guns 
of smaller caliber, seems te more 
nearly meet the requirements for a 
man o’ war, and it costs but half 
what a battle ship costs. It would 
seem that a nation that cared more 
for self defense than for aggression 
abroad, as the United States should, 
might with more profit expend its war 
millions for coast defenses and harbor 
fleets composed mainly of torpedo 
craft. The cost of a navy of battle 
ships would soon make the long coast

As to Education in Georgia. 
Near Conyers, Ga. May 3.~ 
Editor Constitution: The primary elec- 
tion ig now over and we how to the will 


ig safe in the hands of these who are 
to guide its destiny for the next two 
or four years. And it is now up to the 
people to express their wishes as: to 
such measures as have r effect in 
elevating them to a highe? intellectual 
position. And none is as important as 
our common school system. 

At the general election in October we 
are called upon to approve or disapprove 
an amendment to the constitution au- 
thorizing local taxation in districts, 
bailiwicks, etc., to Supplement the state 
educational fund. 

This amendment ought to be voted 
down; in fact, our legislature ought to 
repeal the act at its July session. 

1. Because there is no law to prevent 
a neighborhood, district or cOmmunity 
from chipping in and running a school 
from year to year. 

2. Because education is not a local 
question, but a question that affects the 
whole people of our state, and local tax- 
ation will retard universal education. 

3. Many of our people are migratory, 
and local taxation will work a hardship 
to the permanent citizens and taxpay- 
ers of the various communities. 

4. The state has undertaken to edu- 
cate the masses, and it js just as easy 
to make the state do a complete job and 
let the burden fall on all alike as it is 
to make the few do the work. 

Again, when we consider that only 
about one-third of the children of school 
age attend our public schools, and that 
We now appropriate annually $!,538,- 
995.71 or near $7.00 per capita, for each 
child in school, it is reasonable that a 
business man, yea, a philanthropist, 
would conclude that the pay is ample to 
meet the necessities or the present con- 
dition of our public school system as it 
is numerieally stated. 

Take our school commissioners’ last 
report, page 26, we find the school pop- 
ulation estimated, 720,000; enrolled in 
echool, 399,839; average .attendance, 
243,597. 

Then it is a clear that at present 
it ig not money, nor ft®achers, nor ‘local 
taxation, that we need for our public 
schools, 

But we need the 720,000 children in 
school. 5 

And the great question is how to get 
-thegg chiidren into our pwbiic schools. 

The press, the pulpit, educational so- 
cieties and moral suasion have ail failed 
to arouse the mass¢g to the importance, 
, She pleasure, the power of education.

Boll Weevil Prodigiously Prolific. 

Rditor Constitution—I am in receipt of 
a copy of The Atlanta Constitution of 
April 22d, centaining article by EB. I. 
Whatley on the boll weevil situation, I 
wish to congratulate you upon the fact 
that you have presented in Mr. What- 
ley’s story the best newspaper account 
of the situation that I have ever seen. 
The general tone of the article fs, ec- 
cording to my view, exactly the correct 
one, neither too optimistic nor too pessi- 
mistle. 

There are only one or two points re- 
garding the life history of the weevil 
that I would criticise at all. One of these 
is in the statement that the larva feeds 
upon the sap of the maturing blossom 
for a period of from 23 ta 30 days. As 
a matter of fact several thousands of 
observations have indicated that this 
period of feeding seldom exceeds 10 days, 
probably the average under all climatic 
conditions during the growing season of 
cotton would be 81-2 days. Another 
point is in relation to the probable de- 
scendants of a single pair of weevils 
during the season. Instead of their being 
one million -of descendants, it is an easy 
matter to figure that the possible pro- 
geuy may reach - 134,000,000. 

I suppose, from reading your article 
that you have not received the more 
recent bulletin of this department on the 
bolt weevil, Farmers’ Bulletin !89. The 
department is about to publish a more 
. or léss detailed account of the biology of 
the past. A copy of this bulletin will be 
scent you_ag-soon as It is issued.

Sur- 
geon, editor, railroad man, lecturer, chem- 
ist, biographer, he not only turned his 
hand to many varied employments, but 
made some sort of a success at each of 
And the themes of the whole 
shelf-full of works turned out by this 
literary veteran who has just passed 
away at 9! is significant, as showing 
bow many different subjects appealed to 
him. “Physical Education,” “The Hu- 
guenots in England and Ireland,” and 
“Thrift,” are not titles that. would sug- 
gest worka by the same author, and 
though most of his many works are sim- 
ilar in being biographical, the careers 
that he undertook to trace were unlike 
enough—compritsing, as they did, those of 
Stephenson, the engineer; Thomas Ex<- 
ward, the naturalist; John Murray, the 
publisher; Jasmin, the barber, poet and 
philanthropist; and Josiah Wedgewood, 
the potter. 

Rhodes and Smiles. 

In spite of, or perhaps because of the 
fact that few men’s works ever approach- 
ed the circulation of “Self-Help,” no one 
seems to have any idea of how much Dr. 
Smiles made out of 1 For “A Publish- 
er and His Friends,” p Sct Dr. Smiles 
received $10,000 dowm Out of the profits 
of “Self-Help,’’ its autthor bullt himself 
an uncommonliv comfortable house in the 
suburbs of London and on the founda- 
tion stone was placed a copy of the 
beok from which young men of s0 many 
nationalities have imbibed its writer's 
principle of reliance on oneself. Cecil 
Rhodes was one of these. Opening a n¢w 
library in a small South African town, 
the Colossus once said: “I have been 
called an empire maker. I don’t know 
about that. But there’s one thing I 
‘know and am sure of, and that is,” and 
here he lifted Dr. Smiles’ “Self-Help.” 

“that we have here what is still better—a 
man-maker, a character-maker.”’ A query 
made yesterday at one of the largest pub- 
lic Mbrarieg in London as to whether 
there stiil was any considerable demand 
for “Self-Help” elicited the reply that 
only one ‘work of the kind was called 
for so often. That, Americans, will take 
some pride in hearing, was Lorimer's 
“Eetters from a Self-Mage Merchant to 
His Son.” 

Dr. Smiles’ tmmense vigor even when 
nearing ninety excited the wonder of 
every one who met him. Within a year 
of his death—at ninety-one—he still took 
his morning walk, smoked three or four 
cigars a day, indulged in a certain num- 
ber of glasses of port, and did a good 
deal of reading—without glasses. One 
of the last books that this old Scotchman 
read before his death was “Wee Mac- 
greesor.”’ 

It will be welcome news to the ad- 
mirers of the late George Gissing that an 
opportunity is now offered them to show 
their appreciation beth of the man and 
his books. The English Society of Au- 
thors, London, has invited contributions 
to. a fund for the purpose of keeping 
flowers on his grave in the little ceme- 
terv of St. Jean de Lux in the south of 
France. It is from &@ Frenchman that 
the suggestion originally emanated that 
this tribute should be paid to Gissing’s 
memory, and in making it he recalls the 
fact that when Guy de Maupassant’s 
mother died she bequeathed a sum of 
money to the French Society of Authors 
to be devoted to a similar plous purpose. 

Kipling on a Wheel. 

Rudyard Kipling, it seems, is addicted 
to wooing the Muse while cycling. It was 
thus, according to his friend, Dr. W. H. 
Gowers, that he composed “Our Lady of 
the Snows.”

to Platform Makers—Usual Bait 
for Negro Vote Will Be Thrown 
Out by Condemnation 
of South.

Washington, May 3.—The platform to 
be adopted by the republican national 


convention has been among the topics. 


discussed at the conferences which have 
taken place recently at the white house, 
in committee rooms at the capitol, and 


, &t different conferencés where a number

of republicans have been assembled. 

Senator Lodge, who is slated for chair- 
Man of the committee on resolutions at 
the convention, has prepared prelimi- 
nary sketches of various topics that he 
thinks should be treated and has sub- 
mitted them to senators and others for 
their approval or suggestion as to amend- 
ment. It is expected that before the 
convention meets a complete platform 
will be prepared, which will have the 
approval of the president. 

,~the principal feature of the platform 
will be the tariff plank, which will de- 
clare in the strongest terms the adher- 
ence of the republican party to the prin- 
ciples of protection, but will not bind 
the party to revise the tariff. It will 
say that the party is not committed to 
any schedule, but that changes should be 
made only when changed conditions of 
business or the treasury render it neces- 
sary of advisable. 

Persons present at the recent confer- 
ences say it already has been agreed that 
the tariff will be revised in the fifty- 
ninth eongress if the republicans win in 
November. 

There is at present a determination to 
make the platform as brief as possible, 
consequently the indorsement of the ad- 
ministration and the acts of the party 
will be put in compact form. This indorse- 
ment will be a general approval of the 
course of the president, and of the ac- 
tions of the republicans itn congress. 

To Dodge Trust Issue. 

The plank concerning trusts in effect 
will declare that the laws for the regu- 
lation of monopolies and the restraint of 


* eonspiracy against commerce were en-

acted by the republicans and that the 
enforcement of such laws have been 
only by a republican: administration. It 
also will say that it is not the policy or 
intention of the republican party to as- 
sail legitimate industry and business, 
or to infringe on the rights of persons or 
property. Special attention will be devo- 
ted to the phraseology of this plank. 

Some difficulty has been experienced 
finding the proper wording for a reciproc- 
ity suggestion. Nearly all the senators 
who have attended the recent confer- 
ences have contributed their share to- 
ward keeping the reciprocity treaties ne- 
gotiated by the MeKinley’ administration 
closely confined in committee pigeon 
holes. Reciprocity has not been ypoular 
in congress and it was with a great effort 
that the Cuban legislation was passed. 

Senator Aldrich announced, when the 
Cuban bill was under consideration that 
there would be no more tariff legislation 
by treaty. 

If anything is said about reciprocity 
it will be so worded so as to mean that 
reciprocity shall be confined to such 
‘articles as are not in competition with 
products of the United States. 

Mention of the firtancial question wih 
consist of an allusion to the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard by the repab- 
lican party and a promise to continue 
the finances of the cOuntry upon a 
sound basis. 

Disfranchisement of the negroes in 
southern states wil] be denounced as an 
encroachment on rights guaranteed by 
the constitution. 

The demand for restoration of the 
merchant marine of the country will 
be renewed, but it is not the intention 
to ind@rse any specific plan. 

There are several Other suggestions 
as to planks in the platform, but the 
desire to have the platform as brief as 
possible may eliminate them from con- 
sideration, as unnecessary at this time.

Columbus, Ga., May 3.—(Specialk)—The 
fact that a Georgia flag floated over the 


‘first battle on the soil of Virginia during 


the civil war and that a Columbus com- 
pany participated in this engagement 
will be made prominent in a history be- 
ing compiled by Lieutenant Celonel Wil- 
liam H. Stewart,.of Portsmouth, V8., 
chief of the “Crater Legions,’’ confed- 


erate veterans, regarding the war on 
the seaboard between |86! and 1865. He 
has written to Georgia requesting facts 
about the Columbus company which par- 
ticipated in this engagement, and for 
photographs of the captain of the com- 
pany and of the young lady who pre- 
sented to him the flag which afterwards 
floated in the first battle in a state whose 
soil was destined to be drenched in blood 
during the ensuing four years. 

The battle was that of Sewell’s Point, 
in Norfolk county, Virginia, and accord- 
ing to Colonel Stewart, “was the first 
fight after the secession of Virginia and 
took place before its admission into the 
confederacy. The forces were command- 
ed by Captain P. H. Colquitt and the 
Georgia flag floated over the fort during 
the battle. So this first real engagement 
in Virginia was fought under the flag of 
Georgia. It was the banner presented the 
City Light Guards by Miss Ella Ingra- 
aes presentation of the flag to the City 
Light Guards early in 186! by Miss In- 
graham (now Mrs. Walter H. Weems, of 
Newnan, Ga.) was @ notable incident in 
the history of Columbus. It was said 
to have been the first flag presentation 
to have occurred in the south at the out- 
break of hostilities, The City Light 
Guards went to Portsmouth, Va., April 
19, 1861, under command of Captain (af- 
terwards Colonel) Peyton H. Colquitt. 
The engagement at Sewell’s Point occur- 
red in May. Colonel Stewart will incor- 
porate in his histories a sketch of the 
City Light Guards of Columbus, with, 
photographs of Mrs. Weems and Captain 
Colquitt, if he can obtain them.

WRIGHT ACCEPTS RETURNS | 
OF ATLANTIC COAST LINE 


‘But Those from the Central of Georgia are Turned 


Down and the Southern’s are Held in Abey- 
ance for Further Information. 


OMPTROLLER GENERAL WIE 
( LIAM A. WRIGHT yesterday de- 
cided to aecept the tax returns frem 


the Atlantic Coast Line railroad, pro- 


vided it is found that they contain no 
errors. This is the first return of any 
of the large corporations in the state to 
be accepted by the comptroller general. 

The acceptance of this return appar- 
ently means two things. It means that 
no fight is going to be made by the state 
this year to secure an increase in the 
corporation returns over those of last 
year, and it means that there ts not 
going to be much, if any, increase in 


those returns. 
The Atlantic: Coast Line returned its 
property at about $49,000 less this year 


| than last, and this reduction is account- 


ed for by the fact that more mileage 
has been taken into the system in North 
Carolina, se that the percentage of roll- 
ing stock falling to the mileage tn Geor- 
gia has been reduced to that extent. In 
all other respects the Coast Line’s return 
is the same as last year, its franchise 
return being $2,464,570 or $3,689 per 
mile and its tangible property return be- 
ing $8,126,862, this last showing the re- 
duction stated. 
Central’s Return Rejectedj. 

The tax: return of the Central of Geor- 
gia Railway Company shows a decrease 
of $844,559 below the return*of last year, 
all of this reduction being, on physical 
property and confined to the main line 
between Atlanta and Savannah. Of this 
reduction $312,734 is accounted for by 
that much difference in the amount of 
cash on hand this year and last, while 
more than $530,000 is simply a reduc- 
tion in the valuation of the main stem.

TO MANASSAS 


More Than Georgia’s Allot- 
ment Are Ready to Make 
the Trip. 


More than Georgia’s allotment of 1,292 
troops for the fall maneuvers of the Unit- 
ed States army at Manassas, Va., have 
gignified their desire to make the trip and 
join in the encampment on that occa- 
sion. These maneuvers will begin Sep- 
tember 6, and it is expected to have 
there 16,000 troops of the regular army 
and 15,000 stafe troops from the mili- 
tary division of the Atlantic which is 
commanded by General H, C. Corbin. 

In his letter notifying Governor Ter- 
Tell of Georgia’s' quota and the regu- 
lattons for the trip, General Corbin asked 
for a reply by May | as to how many 
troops Georgia would furnish for the oc- 
casion, Full replieg have not yet been 
received at the office of Adjutant Gen- 
eral S. W. Haris from all of the com- 
mands of the state, but enough have 
been heard from to show that more than 
the quota alloted to Georgia desire to 
go. 

Colonel Clifford I. Anderson, of the 
Fifth regiment infantry, has given no- 
tice that he will be able to send two 
battalions of eight companies of fifty 
men, making a total of 400. 

Colonel W. E. Wooten,’*of the Fourth 
regiment infantry, hag written that ne 
will be able to send his full regimen? of 
twelve companies with a minimum of 
fifty men each, making 600, 

Colonel G. A, Gordon hag given notice 
that he will be able to send eight com- 
panies or a tota] of 400 men, from the 
First regiment infantry, while Major W. 
W,. Williamson, also of Savannah, com- 
manding the heavy artillery battalion, is 
prepared to send two companies of fifty 
men each. 

In each instance the commanding offi- 
cer will of course be ready to accom- 
pany his command. 

The foregoing makes a total of 1,500 
men prepared to go from Georgia, and the 
Second gnd Third regiments of intantry 
and the’ First regiment of cavalry are 
yet to be heard from. 

There is no doubt that Georgia will 
have some 2,500 men to take the trip 
and join in these maneuvers, in which 
évent half of them will have to go for 
one week and half for the second week, 
which is permitted under the reguiations, 
The government pays nét only the trans- 
pertation and subsistence of the troops, 
but gives them the same pay during the 
period of service that is allowed to those 
in the regular army.

“ITHIRD WARDERS- 


TO MAKE FIGHT 


Hearing Next Saturday in 
Home. for Incurables 
Case. 


- Before Judge J. H. Lumpkin next Sat- 
urday morning will be heard the petition 
of the citizens of the third ward to pre- 
vent the location in that section of the 


city of the proposed hospital for incur- 
ables which is now in course Of con- 


struction. 

The committee of third ward citizens 
which has in charge the matter of pre- 
senting the case to the court -is com- 
posed of more than 600 residents of the 
ward and the entire ward is stirred up 
over the matter. 

It ig declared by those who are inter- 
ested in the prevention of the location 
of the home for incurables in the third 
ward that they, have no intention of op- 
resing a charitable institution. The gasis 
of their cofitention is that the tubercu- 
Iesig cases that will find their way into 
the home will cause a spread of the 
disease in the third ward, will make that 
section of the city unhealthy and will 
force many home owners to give up their 
homes and seek a more nee section 
of the city. 

An array of affidavits from prominent 
Atlanta citizens and statements from 
property and home owners will be pre- 
sented to Judge Lumpkin as evidence. 
In the affidavits from physicians it is 
declared that an institution that cares 
for cases of tuberculosis will endanger 
the contiguous territory and will result 
in @ spread of the disease. In these af- 
fidavits it is stated that there is no meth- 
od by which the germs can be prevented 
from fiying about in the air in the 
vicinity of such an institution. It is 
declared that tuberculosis is not heredi- 
tary but contagious. and that the dis- 
ease should be isolated in the same man- 
ner that smallpox is treated. 

The citizens of the third ward who will 
appear at the hearing will assert that it 
will work a hardship upon them and will 
endanger the lives of themselves and of 
their children by reason of the fact that 
the Boulevard school house which fs at- 
tended by four hundred children is with- 
in 50 yards of the institution. They 
will announce themselves as favorably 
disposed toward the charity the institu- 
tion represents, but will urge that it 
should not be placed in the midst of a 
residence section. Evidence will be pro- 
duced to show that a committee of cit- 
izens has offered the home various in- 
ducements to move to the outskirts of 
the city. It will be stated that the erec- 
tion of the home on the proposed location 
will result in making Grant park unpop- 
uler as the city’s play ground in view 
of the fact that tubercular patients will 
have free access to it. An effort will be 
made to show that the consumptives can- 
rot be confined within the institution, the 
treatment of such cases being fresh air 


“and out-door exercises. 


The injunction was asked for. when 
work was begun on the foundation of the 
bvilding, and Judge Lumpkin granted 
a temporary restraining order preventing 
those in charge of the home from plac- 
ing any sick person in it and gave warn- 
ing that any further work upon the build- 
ing would be done at the risk of the home 
trustees, subject to final hearing of the 
case. 


On the other hand, those interested in 


the home will resist the efforts te pre- 


vent the erection of the building on the 
present location. The lot was given to 

ladies in charge of the charity for 
th®& specific purpose and they will urge 
that they have a right to use it. Evi- 
dence will be produced to show that me 
tubercular cases will be properly con- 
trolled and that, the danger to neighbors 
will be dispensed with, 

Altogether the fight is an interesting 
one and one that has stirred up the en- 
tire third ward. A large number of 
citizens are working to prevent the erec- 
tion of the home in the third ward and 
the ladies interested in the home are us- 
ing every effort to raise a sufficient sum 
of money to complete the building and 
move the patients into the new home.

The Gain in Receipts of the | 


Office Amounted 
to $8,600.77. 


Atianta’s growth is again shown in the 
large increase in post office receipts for 


the month of April, of this year, com- ) 


pared with the income of the postoffice 
for the same month last year. 

Postmaster Blodgett announced yester- 
day morning that the entire receipts 
for the month of April for this year 
amounted to $51,988.57, or a gain of 8,- 
600.77 over April of last year. This in- 
crease amounts to 19.8 per cent. 

The improvement is stil] better shown 
by a comparison of thé amounts paid in- 
to the office for the month during the 
last six years. It is as follows: 


This.comparison shows tke large gain 
made in postoffice receipts during the 
last few years. The percentage of differ- 
ence between the year |899 and the year 
1904 amounts to 113.9 per cent. 

Of this amount $6,063.10 comes from 
the new office, Station B, recently estab- 
lished by the authorities at the corner of 
South Pryor and Mitchell streets.

Amsterdam, May 3.—A dispatch to The 
Handelsblad from Batavia, Java, says 
that a Dutch column captured the Achi- 
nese position at Tjantoe, after a des- 
perate fight in which 190 Achinese were 
killed. 

The Dutch casualties were 7 men killed 


and 5 officers and 38 men wounded. 


This is one of those encounters that 
have been taking place for thirty years 
between the aminfstration of the Dutch 
East Indian colonies and the rebellious 
natives in northern Sumatra. 

A series of energetic campaigns begun 
in 1898 and ending last August, appar. 
ently subdued the Achinese, as their prin- 
cipal strong places had been taken and 
their war parties dispersed, but dispatches 
were received in Amsterdam April 2 de- 
Scribing a renewal of the insurrection.

Allanta Chamber of Commerce 
Last Evening Endorsed 
the Project 


WANT FREIGHT RATE CASE 
APPEALED 10 COMMISSION 


Asks Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion To Interfere for Atlanta. 
City Is Urged To Purchase 
Piedmont Park—An 
Interesting Meeting 
Was Held. 


An approval of the project to extend 
the Western and Atlantic railroad to 
tide water, a request that Atlanta’s case 
against the railroads because of freight 
discriminations be presented to the ihter- 
state commerce commission, and a sug- 
zestion to the municipal government to 
purchase Piedmont park, if advantageous 
terms to the city can be secured, were 
the results of the monthly meeting of the 
members of the Atlanta chamber of com- 
merce, who assembled last evening in 
tne convention hall of the Piedmont 
hotel. 

The meeting was attended by about 
two hundred representative business men 
of Atlanta, members of the general coun- 
cil. and rajlroad men. Refreshments 
were served during the first part of the 
meeting and cigars were passed around. 
At 9 o’clock President R. F. Maddox, of 
the Atlanta chamber of commerce, rap- 
ped for order and the business portion 
of the meeting began. 

It was not until the heel of the ses- 
alon that the project of extending the 
Western and Atlantic railroad to the sea 
Was mentioned. It was brought up by 
Hon. Hooper Alexander, a recently elect- 
ed member of the Georgia house of rep- 
resentatives from DeKalb county. He 
had listened to the talks of the Atlanta 
merchants regarding the discriminations 
against them in the matter of freight 


rates. 

Referring to the fact that freight from 
Chicago is shipped through Atlanta to 
Jacksonville for $1.35 per !00, while the 
rate from Chicago to Atlanta is $1.47 per 
100, to the fact that freight from New 
York city passes through Atlanta to Sa- 
vannah cheaper than it can stop bere, 
while freight from Savannah passes 
through Atlanta and goes to Nashville 
for less money than it can be shipped 
from Savannah to Atlanta, Mr. Alexan- 
der declared that he did not know the 
reason for the failure of the Georgia 
railroad commission to prevent these 
things. 

Bring the Sea to Atlanta. 

If the railroads were asked why they 
charged less for hauling Chicago freight 
to Jacksonville or Savannah than to At- 
lanta, they would, he declared, reply 
that they were compelled to give those 
cities better rates than Atlanta because 
of water competition. 

“We have been told that we cannot 
bring the sea to Atlanta. I say we 
can.”° 

Mr. Alexander then launched inio his 
subject. He spoke of the Western and 
Atlantic railroad as a heriage from the 
men who had fought for the independ- 
ence of the state, stated that before the 
civil war it had been a splendid paying 
property, asserted that it was recognized 
by both sides during the war as the 
backbone of the confederacy, declared 
that it was now paying to its lessees 
about $900,000 per annum over its 
rental. maintained that it is now the 
only thing that stands between the state 
and an annual deficit, and declared that 
when operated by the state its expenses 
had been less and its revenues more than 
any other railroad property in this sec- 
tion. For proof of these facts he re- 
ferred to the records of the state. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

Mr. Alexander was frequently inter- 
rupted by applause and the conclusion 
of his speech was greeted by prolonged 
applause. When Hon. Hoke Smith intro- 
duced the following amendment to reso- 
lutions he had already presented the 
business men began cheering and: amid 
cheers it was adopted: 

‘Resolved, further that we approve 
the project to extend the Western and 
Adantic raltlroad to tide water.”’ 

The business men were very much in 
earnest regarding the question of freight 
tates. Speeches were made by W. E. 
WNewill, president of the Atlanta Freight 
Bureau association; R. S. Wessels, man- 
ager of the Pittsburg Plate Glass Com- 
pany; Sam D. Jones, president of the 
Atlanta Stove Works; C. H. Ackert, of 
the Southern railway, Washington, D. C.; 
L, Green, of Atlanta, assistant general 
freight agent of the Southern railway; 
Hon, Hoke Smith, Hon. Hooper Alex- 
ander and John Temple Graves. 

The most significant statement of the 
evening was made by Mr. Jones, who 
stated that he could operate his stove 
works in Chattanooga, Tenn., at a sav- 
ing of 6 per cent on his capital because 
of the discriminations against his line 
of freight. 

The following resolutions were intro- 
duced by Mr. Smith and were unani- 
mously adopted: 

“Whereas, The Atlanta Freight Bureau 
hag taken the question of interstate 
rates tip before the Georgia railroad 
commission, after exhausting all efforts

It is confidently expected from reports 
that have been received that a good ma- 
jority of the state demécratic executive 
committee will be present at the meet- 
ing at noon today, which has been called 
by Ohairman E. T. Brown for the pur- 
pose of taking some action with regard 
to the contest between Judge George F.

According to the best information it is 
not likely that the committee will go 
into the merits of the contest today, 
though it fis understood that both sides 
are ready for the ‘hearing to begin, 
should the committee desire to go on 
with ft. Both Judge Gober and Mr. 
Morris are in the city and have heen 
here for several days getting their re- 
spective sides @f the case into shape, and 
doubtless they could get their witnesses 
here on sffdrt notice. 

But the call of the committee was for 
the purpose of fixing a date for ‘hearing 
the contest and providing such rnles and 
regulations as may be necessary to gov- 
ern the proceedings. It is thought, 
therefore, that both sides will be put on 
notice as to the methods to be pursued 
In conducting the investigation, and in 
addition to this nothing will be done 
except. to mame the date. This date 
must be prior to the meeting of the state 
convention on June !, so that {t will have 
to be fixell some time within the pres- 
ent: month. 

In the meantime both sides have been 
gathering affidavit#.as to the methods 
employed in certain counties of the cir- 
cult. In one of the counties it ts claimed 
that some seventy old negroes were al- 
lowed to vote. In another it is clafmed 
that votes cast for Mr. Morris were 
counted for Judge Gober, and in another 
county it is charged it was just the other 
way.

Judge Gober Replies to Charges 


of Hon, WA, 
Morris, 


Judge George F. Gober, through his at- 
torneys, Spencer R, Atkinson and Payne 
& Tye, yesterday filed his answer to the 
charges of Hon. N. A. Morris made in 
connection with the contest for the nomi- 
nation for the judgeship of the Blue 
Ridge circuit. The answer was filed with 
Chairman E. T. Brown, of the state 
democratic executive committee, before 
Which the contest will come up for con- 
sideration today. 

In his answer Judge Gober denies the 
allegations of fraud that are made by 
Mr. Morris with regard to the conduct 
and management of the primary election 
in Fannin .county, and declares that 
whether any notice was given or not to 
the executive committee of Fannin coun- 
ty with regard to Mr. Morris’ intentton 
to cal] into question the legality and 
regularity of the primary, it was proper- 
ly disregarded for the following reasons: 

‘(!) The sald notice is too general in 
its statement of fact to be the founda- 
tion of a contest. 

*(2) Under the rules of the state exec- 
utive committee the only appeal which 
lies from the decision of the county ex- 
ecutive committee to this committee is 
in a case where the right of a voter to 
cast his ballot has been denied, and the 
voter has been improperly denied the 
privilege of voting, or where a voter not 
entitled to vote has been allowed to vote. 

*(3) Said notice does not jy&irport to 
state the precinct at which any irregu- 
larity is alleged to have occurred. It does 
not state how many votes were cast for 
the said N. A. Morris, which were count- 
ed for this respondent, nor by whom said 
votes were cast. It does not state how 
many votes were counted for this re 
spondent which should have been counted 
for the said N. A. Morris,. nor the per- 
sons by whom said votes were improper- 
ly counted. It does not state how many 
ballots were counted for this respondent 
which were not voted, nor the persons 
by whom such votes were counted: nor 
is any other irregularity in said eleation 
specified; nor ig it alleged that as a con- 
sequence of any irregularity charged to 
have occurred that the result of said 
election would have been in anywise va- 
ried; nor is it alleged that notice has 
been given to any voter whose vote is 
claimed to have been illegally cast at said 
election, nor that such notice has been 
given to any voter who being entitled to 
vote has had his ballot rejected by the 
managers in the count; nor was any such 
notice given to the managers of said 
election, nor to this respondent, who was 
the opposing candidate, as required by 
the rule of the executive eommittee 
above set forth. 

Denies There Was Fraud. 

With regard to the alleged irregular 
actions of the county committee of Fan- 
nin county, Judge Gober says he was 
not present at the committee’s meeting 
and knows nothing of what transpired, 


i but he submits that the state commit- 


tee has no jurisdiction over this matter 
unless it first makes the members of the 
Fannin county committee parties to the 
proceedings. 

The Answe Then Continues. 

“(4) Respondent denies that said elec 
tion was irregular, fraudulent or void,

That 
this respondent had been previously as- 
sessed and had paid to the executive

said county of Gilmer were tickets upon 
which the name of this respondent had 
been s0 wrorgfully erased before the 
same were d@livered to the managers 
of said election to be voted at the sai 
election, and before they were distributed 
by the sali managers to the voters to 
be voted.

In this way it is stated 
three-fifths of the voters who were le- 
gally qualified, were disfranchised. 

In section 9 Judge Gober charges that 
252 voters of Gilmer county who were 
properly registered and qualified were 
refused the privilege of voting on the 
sole ground that they were going to 
vote for Judge Gober.

Laredo, Tex., May 3.—The quarantine 
Situation remains unchanged.

The 
resolution was taken up in the commit- 
tee and by a vote of 7 to 2 defeated. 
Two reports were presented to the con- 
vention. The majority was adopted, and 
about twenty negroes were admitted to 
the convention.

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MORGAN TELLS 
OF CANAL DEAL 


American Financier Having 
Completed all Details 
Leaves Paris. 


Paris, May 3.—Having wound up the 
Aetails of the big financial transaction 
connected with the Panama transfer, J. 
Pierpont Morgan left Paris today for 
Aix-Les-Baines. Before his departure 
he gave the correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Presg the main points of the final 


agreement, as follows: 

The Panama Canal Company wished 
to have the money turned over in Paris 
instead of in the United States, and was 
willing to pay all the expenses incident 
to the payment here. 

In order to accomplish this the United 
States has appointed the- Morgan com- 
pany fiscal agents for the purpose of 
the payment, the Morgan ‘company in 
turn to make a contract with the Pana- 
ma company whereby the $40,000,000 
avill be paid in Paris. The contract speci- 
files the Banque de France as depository 
and also the proportion of the payments 
going to the old and to the new Panama 
companies respectively. 

The signing of this contract closes the 
transaction, it only remaining for the 
Morgan company to cafry it out by mak- 
ing payments from ‘joe to time to the 


Banque de France. /This will be done 
so ag to cause no digarrangement of the 
American or Frenc mope . 
The report that a e Of Paris 


bankers is interested is incorrect. The 
appointment of the Morgan company 4s 
fiscal agent# places the whole transac- 
tion in their hands. They will associate 
with Lazard Freres and other houses of 
a similar character in New York and 
there, but so far as the United States 
fs concerned, it entrustse the financing 
gperations to the Moragns.

THE CASPIAN SEA. 


One of the eRmarkable Physical 
Features of the Globe. 


(From the London Telegraph.) 
One of the most remarkable physical 
features of the globe is the deep and 
wide depresison in the hollow of which 
stands the Caspian gea and near to it 
the sea of Aral. The Cispian is nearly 
as large as France. and its surface is 
eighty-four feet below the level of the 
Black sea. The sea of Aral ig nearly 
as large 4s [fréland and is very little 
over the sea level. Within recent geo- 
logical times the vase expanse in which 
these lakes are found was sea. Its 
floor hag bs gradually raised, and the 
waters filling the cepresions are all 
that is left of an ancient Mediterranean. 
As feature of both bodies of w'3- 
ter is t althuoegn they receive large 
rivers, especially the Caspian, into which 
the Volga, the Ural river and scores 
streams from the Cauc s flow, 
h have for many years been getting 
shallower. Evaporation, for they have 
no outlet, exceeds the incflow. But, for 
some climate reason probably, the sea 
of Aral and it neighbor, lake Balkhash, 
have sifice !89! been increasing in depth. 
ereas the Caspian, like the Dead sea, 
ts galt, owing to the rate of evap- 
oradiia. Aral and Balkhash are brackish 
only. These remnants of what was once 
a great gea opening to the ocean, as the 
“Wediterrancan does now, still contain 
marine fish and Some of the 
latter survive in the Aral and Baikal 
lakes, oor gradually become fitted for 
pm habitit, 


though it is no longer 
t, but merely brackish, and, in the 
case of Baikal, actually fresh water.

~ HAY SHUT DOWN 


Situation at Fall River Fails 
To Improve 


With Mills Running on Short Time 
Mill Owners Still Need Relief They 
Say—Forty) Thousand Opera- 
tives May Go 
Out. 


Fall River, Mass., May 3.—Reports 
from many of the corporations which 
have been ehutting down their cotton 
mills two days each week indicate that 
the curtailment of the past month has 
been largely disappointing in its results. 

Some of the manufacturers favor com- 
plete shutdown of all the mills here un- 
less a relief is shortly forthcoming from 
purchasers. The operatives are showing 
symptoms of uneasiness. ; 

A shutdown will not be ordered, how- 
ever, untif the present plan has been 
tried out further. 

Advices from other mill towns also 
indicate a slow demand for goods, and 
that the curtailment movement is ex- 
tending. The number of employees in 
New Kngland already affected Js esti- 
mated at 40,000, 


ANIMAL STOWAWAYS. 


On Ships and in Cargoes They Often 
Cross the Ocean. 


(From The London Spectator.) 

New York has for many years received 
Numbers of destitute aliens of the ani- 
m4] world from the holds of the banana 
ships. The trade in bananas is an enor- 
mous one, and many of them come from 
sources at no great distance, whence the 
fruit can be brought without cold stor- 
age. The big ciusterg of bananas are 
peculiarly adapted for harboring ‘“stow- 
aways.” Among these are enumerated 
numbers of sméil, harmless snakes, liz- 
ards of various kinds, occasionally, it 
is said, a young iguana and large and 
particularly venomous spiders. But real 
pests which survive and iIncreage in a 
new country are tortunately rarely trans- 
ported accidentally. ‘The one serious in- 
stance is the chigo, or “‘jigger.” It is 
said to have been transported from Cen- 
trai America to the East Indies. 

The Colorado beetle has never suc- 
ceeded in making a home in England, 
though mosquitoes of @ peculiarly fero- 
cious though nonmalariai kind are gaid 
to have appeared in English hoteis. Sev- 
eral corn beetles, a very destructive type 
of insect and among the greatest ene- 
mies of those who would like to create 
an “emergency” store of corn, have been 
‘dumped”’ in England with foreign grain, 
and have established themselves. 

Bird ‘“‘stowaways” on ships are very 
numerous in the narrow parts of the 
Mediterranean during the migration. 
They also frequently alight on ships 
when these are near the coast, being 
then very much exhausted and glad to 
find ‘fa rest for the soles of their feet.’’

Rains have prevented farm work in the 
Ohio valley. Tennessee, and portions of 
the lower lake region, while drought in the 
south Atlantic and east gulf districts 
and western Texas continues with in- 
creased severity. In California and Ore- 
gon, ag in the previous week, it was un- 
eeasonably cool. 

Corn—With the exception of Kansas, 
g@outhern Missouri and Arkansas corn 
planting has. progressed slowly, but prep- 
arations for this work throughout the 
corn belt have been extensive and with 
good weather the coming week planting 
will be vigorously pushed. In the coast 
districts planting is in progress as far 
north as Maryland. In the east gulf 
states and Tennessee, corn has suffered 
from drought and low temperatures, but 
the outlook is more favorable in the cen- 
tral and west gulf states, where some 
has received final cultivation.

Chicago, May 3.—Active covering of 
short sales following a sudden decline in 
wheat prices today caused a quick re- 
covery, the market closing strong with 
July %c higher than yesterday's final quo- 
tations.

Almost ideal weather throughout the 


greater part of the country caused heavy 
liquidation of wheat at the opening, and 
heavy selling pressure made a consider- 
able decline in July at the start, that 
month being off K@%c at 83%@84'ec. 
There were other factors, reports from 
the northwest stating that seeding opera- 
tions were progressing rapidly, weakness 
of the gain markets at Minneapolis and 
Duluth, a rumor that the Missouri crop 
report, to be issued tomorrow, would 
show an improvement. For the first 
mour the market ruled extremely weak, 
losses of nearly a cent being made in all 
deliveries, July reaching 834%c. The sell- 
ing craze, however, was too unanimous 
and the market became oversold. Buying 
On a large scale by a prominent com- 
mission house, supposed to be for the 
account of a leading trader, caused an 
advance. Active general demand result- 
ed in a complete wiping out of the pre- 
ceding decline. During the latter part of 
the session buying continued liberal and 
the market was strong. After selling at 
84%c July closed at 84%c. Clearances 
equaled 75,700 »bushels. Bradstreet's 
world’s visible snowed an increase of 
1,072,000 bushels. Primary receipts were 
218,100 bushels, against 344,100 a year 
ago. Minneapolis, Duluth. and Chicago 
reported 103 cars, against 102 last week 
and §88 a year ago. 

Influenced by favorable weather and a 
decline in wheat, corn showed consid- 
erable weakness during the first part of 
the session. There was quite a lot of 
corn for sale and apparently not much 
wanted Some of the selling was due to 
a rumor that the Illinois crop report 
would be bearish.

New York, May 3$.—The early stock 
market today showed some disposition to 
continue the downwam movement which 
was in force yesterday. The check to 
the decline had the appearance of a con- 
test waged between opposing factors in 
the market and the upward movement 
was discontinued as soon ag the selling 
was checked. The operators for a de- 
cline seemed to center their selling on 
United Stateg Steel preferred, while the 
suppomers of the market rallied their 
effortg upon Union Pacific.
